I 
thought the other night that 
daring a wet evening, that the 
night do not bring oat very 
many stars. Trials and afflict ions 
are dark night* in lite, and the 
stars that shine oat in practical 
sympathy at each times are good 
Start. That is the test to try 
friendship.

So I think rainy 
nights try the strength of the re- 
ligion. If the stare do not shine 
oat tbea there is something 
wrong. At one of oar meetings 
at Dayton it rained, we had a 
congregation of six, and I do not 
think they were all members. 
Tbat is the reason probably why 
the church does not grow as 
rapidly as it ought to. 

Protracted meetings at Dayton 
are not so f request, that any 


could afford to lose or misa thsm. 
It is poor encouragement to ask 
a minister to preach for a week, 
and then nearly all get scared 
out for a little rain. 

The rain is a much needed 
blessing, which should make us 
all rejoice. Public worship if 
another blessing. Now are we 
so mysteriously made that we 
cannot enjoy the two blessings 
at the same time. Brethren, rain, 
nice spring showers of rain will 
not hart you. I have tried it. 

Sometimes for the general 
good of the church a change is 
necessary. The change may not 
suit all alike. But when an in- 
dividual who does not like it, 
says that if the change is made 
be "can be counted out," be is 
not very far in. We should try 
to get as far in as possible, aud 
then we will not be tempted to 
jump the lence at every little 
thing that do not please us.

If the Brethren and their child- 
ren will only do their duty, fare 
will be- lesb than half, aud there 
would be a glorious meeting. 
Some that are really rich will 
say the; cannot spare the money, 
and a thousand excuses will be 
given. The troth is, not only 
every minister in Ohio should be 
there, but a strong delegation 
from every church. It seems t( 
me sometimes tbat we surely are 
not as enthusiastic as «e pretend 
to be. 

Religion does not even take a 
secondary place in nor lite work. 
At least that is how it seems 
sometimes. It takes less of an 
excuse to keep a man from doing 
his duty in religion than at any- 
thing else. 

Another thing may as well be 
said about this matter while we 
are on the subject. Every one 
knows that I em not much of a 
man to complain about financial 
matters. But the way people 
will come to church and enjoy 
and praise the meetings and the 
preaching, without giving one 
thought as to how the preacher 
lives is a wonderful stretch of 
conscience and an instance ot 
gross and unpardonable careless- 
ness and neglect, Uow can a 
brother come and shake bands 
with a minister with a good 
conscience, who has not ever 
given a mite to help to keep his 
family. Yet we have members, 
who will enjoy the meetings tor 
years and not give a cent to help 
to keep the poor preacher from 
acting dishonestly. There is no 
man so poor that he could not 
give 6 or 10 cents a month tor the 
support ot tbe minister who has 
to come irespeclive of weather 
and expense. If a man's religion 
does not do him that much good, 
be may as well give it up aud try 
something else Every member 
no matter how small, poor or 
young ought to be taught they 
must share part of the burden. 
The cent or mite ot tbe poor is 
as valuable as the dollar ot tbe 
rich. If half our ministers were 
to turn out rascals and robbers, 
some of the congregation would 
be partly to blame. 

It mav be possible that tbe 
minister has a little of this 
world's goods laid by bim. But 
it be drains trotn his little store 
all the time and is not adding to 
it, it will be but a matter of time 
and the whole will be gone. 

Borne of oar readers may think 
this it a subjsot that should not 


be permitted in our papers. 
Whatever others think of it, it is 
a matter ot life and death with 
the minister. 

How to make oar S. B. Con- 
ventions practical and beneficial, 
beyond the mere social enjoy- 
ments of the hoar, is an important 
question. They should be so 
condnctsd that there would be a 
great improvement in the whole 
B. 8. machinery.
